WASHINGTON, May 31.—(#)— 


The senate finance committee tonight 
reported favorably a national economy 
bill providing savings of $238,000,000. 

The measure, which is required to 
help the revenue bill just finished to- 
night by the senate to balance the 
budget, proposes a flat 10 per cent cut 
in salaries of all government workers, 
except the enlisted personnel of the 
army, navy and marine corps. 

The bill was presented to the ap- 
propriations committee by the special 
bi-partisan committee appointed by 
the senate to work out the economy 
problem. 

The legislation will be taken up im- 
mediately by the senate. 

The appropriations committee ac- 
cepted the complex and vital legisla- 
tion after a full day of consideration 
lasting until 11:30 o'clock tonight. 

Savings of $48,000,000 in veterans’ 
expenditures are proposed, although a 
minority report will be submitted on 
this. The greatest saving suggested 
is a $121,050,000 reduction in expen- 
ditures contemplated by the 10 yer 
cent pay cut.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—(4) 
The senate tonight voted to put 
a 100 per cent tax on incomes 
earned through violations of state 
or federal laws. 

The action was taken without a 
record vote in approving an amend- 
ment to the revenue bill sponsored 
by Senator Glenn, republican, Ili- 
-nois, which he said was to take the 
government out of a “partnership” 
with crime, 

Glenn explained that under ex- 
isting laws, the government collect- 
ed part of the profits as income tax 
where it said but under his pro- 
posal it could confiscate the earn- 
ings of criminals. 

He referred to “vice and iniqui- 
tv, organized gambling syndicates 
that rob the common laboring men 
of their wages, beer rings, liquor 
rings,” and other criminal activi- 
ties as piling up great profits. 

“Huge profits running into mil- 
lions and millions accrue through 
the sale of narcotics illegally,” 
Glenn said. 

“The proposal changes the posi- 
tion of the government from being 
f partner in crime to that of con- 
fiseating every cent of the profits 
if they can be reached.”

“He is dying!” And the mingled awe and desperation revealed by your 
tone of voice indicate that he is beginning a new and dreadful adventure. 
| As a matter of fact} he is merely finishing the business of dying. He 
| has been dying since he reached maturity—dying, in truth, since the day 
(he was born. 
| You came into the world without other capital than life itself. You 
were given so many days and hours to live. Time became your stock in 
trade-——-your store of treasure to be expended as you might choose—the 
measure of life and the stuff of life. 

‘Time is money,” you are told. But time is something much more 
valuable than money. Time is life. And each hour that passes by reduces 
your little store of life and leaves you forever poorer. 

If a man should demand your life, you would think him the worst of 
criminals. Yet the man who asks for 10 minutes of your time is demand- 
ing a portion of your life and you regard him as nothing worse than a 
nuisance. What has he to offer in trade that is worth a fraction of life? 

Perhaps you resent his brazen theft of your treasure. And perhaps 
you resent the h@@d circumstance that requires you to give other hours 
to people who have claims upon you. Why, then, if you know the value 
of hours, do ‘you lose so many by reason of your own careless indif- 
ference? 

You would spend your hours like a miser, demanding the uttermost 
value of exch second, if you had but a few remaining. Why, then, do 
you spend others so carelessly? Is one dollar worth more than another? 

When you “kill time,” it is yoursejf you are killing; for time is your 


life, and death closes your account when you have spent the last of it.

‘WASHINGTON, May 31,—(4)— 
The United States has consented to 
attend an international economic con- 
ference in London, sponsored by Great 
Britain, for the purpose of consftler- 
ing methods of stabilizing 
modity prices. : 

The date of the conference and_ its 
program have not been announced, but

The state department statement

“The suggestion that an internation- 
al conference should be called for the 
purpose of ¢onsidering methods to 
stabilize world commodity prices first 
came to the attention of this govern- 
ment through an inquiry of the Brit- 
ish aMbassador in Washington as to 
whether we would be interested and 
would participate in such a confer- 
ence, 

“The suggestion was that the con- 
ference should be called by the British 
government in London. After due 
consideration this government replied 
through Ambassador Mellon that it 
felt early convocation of such a con- 
ference might be of real value in the 
present depression. As was stated in 
press messages from London, the pro- 
posed conference would have nothing 
to do with war debts, reparations, dis- 
armament, or anything but economic 
subjects.

The tragedy occurred in the apart- 
ment of Mrs. Elvira Dolores Barney, 
beautiful golden-haired divorcee and 
daughter of a knight. whose former 
husband is John Sterling Barney, an 
American singer. 

No charges had been filed tonight 
against Mrs. Barney, in whose flat in 
Williams Mews the young man was 
shot and killed at about 4 a. m. 

The story which it was understood 
Scotland Yard investigators would 
tell at an inquest next Friday is that 
during discussions in the ete hours 
after a gay cocktail party Stephen 
brandished a revolver which was ac- 
cidentally discharged, killing him. 

Meanwhile, astonishing stories were 
heard of parties which were held in 
the gaily-decorated back-alley flat in 
Williams Mews, the London counter- 
part of Greenwich Village's MacDou- 
gall alley in New York. One room, 
done in black and white, was espe- 
cially popular with the guests, who 
called it “the magpie room. 

The attention of neighbors was first 
drawn to the apartment in the early 
hours of this morning by noises usual- 
ly associated with a cocktail party. 

Then came sounds of a commotion 


and unusually loud cries. These were 
followed by several shots and silence 
in the fashionable Knight's Bridge 
-| section, in which the apartment is sit- 
uated. 

In a few moments there came a 
woman’s cry. The neighbors heard 
her scream, “Come quickly.” 

Police found the body of the 35. | 
year-old society man on a sofa. Physi- 
cians said his death was due to gun- 
shot wounds. 

Scotland Yard decided the case was 
of first importance. It called in Sir 
Bernard Spillsbury. eminent pathol- 
ogist, for consultation.

Occasionally a player of @ game 80 
stamps his individuality upon it that 
admirers, wishing to immortalize his 
accomplishments, give to one of his 
brilliant inventions his name, In the 
early days of Whist, there lived a 
Frenchman who ws known to lovers 
of Whist as one of the most brilliant 
and soundest players of all times. 
Among the plays for which he was 
noted was the sacrifice of a winning 
card to eta ee a player, having a 
‘long. established or establishable suit 
and with but one entry, from bring- 
ing in the long card. is play is 
a particularly brilliant one, and the 
bidding of Contract, with its more ‘pre- 
cise information, perhaps offers more 
opportunity for its execution than did 
the game of Whist, which was one 
purely of tactics. 

Recently, in a rubber game at the 
Deschapelles Club in New York, the 
holder of the East hand had an oppor- 
tunity for this unusual play on the 
following hand:

The bidding is, of course. overopti- 
‘mistic. South, unquestionably, should 
/permit the contract to be played in 
‘spades, and even six spades can be 
‘made against any opening except a 
low heart, and even then, if the De- 
clarer makes the proper guess, East's 
‘Double of the six notrump contract 
is not particularly sound, but East 
‘explainéd it afterwards on the ground 
that he was annoyed by the seemingly 
unscientific bidding of his opponents 
and he felt that this bidding should 
in some manner be penalized. If West 
had chosen to open a club, instead of 
his fourth best heart, this story would 
not have been written. as the contract 
then must be inevitably defeated. But 
West, after East's Double, decided that 
the four-card major suit was probably 
the best opening. 

East won with the Ace, and stud- 
died the Dummy carefully. On the 
bidding, he reasoned that South eould 
not hold more than one spade. Sev- 
en were in sight in the Dummy, and 
South had refused to permit North to 
play the hand at spades. South’s 
singleton quite probably was the Ace, 
as othewise South would not have bid 
six notrump. If South held the Ace 
singleton, then the spade suit could 
not be run, if Dummy’s entry were re- 
moved. 

Reasoning thus, East immediately 
returned the King of clubs, and South 
was helpless. e won the trick with 
ithe Ace, but the Dummy thereafter

This is an entirely different tax
